Lentulus took note of 
tho strange man who went about 
the city, followed by disciples who 
called Him the Son of (Iud, and 
forwarded an official report to the 
authorities at Rome. 
Tile letter is known to have been 
in existence in the eleventh cen­ 
tury at which tim e It appeared in 
the writings of St. Anselm. Arch­ 
bishop of Canterbury. 
Some schol­ 
ars have held the letter a forgery 
and deny that such a man as Len­ 
tulus ever lived. 
Nevertheless tile 
description has shaped the mental 
picture of Christ tor the world. 
This alleged letter of Lentulus 
has been found in four languages, 
all similar except for slight varia-

WASHINGTON, March 29. 
—A congressional investiga­ 
tion of the sensational price 
piroquettinpf of the stock ex­ 
change was demanded today 
by Senator William H. Kin# 
of Utah who announced hie 
would introduce a resolution 
at tile cornin# special session 
of congress calling for such 
an inquiry. 
King will also present a bill pro­ 
posing to prevent federal reserve 
hanks from lending any money for 
marginal transactions. He believes 
some steps should be taken to pre­ 
vent such activities as have char­ 
acterized trading on the exchange 
during the las1, few days.

“ I have prepared for introduction 
a resolution providing an investiga­ 
tion by the senate banking and 
currency committee of the activi­ 
ties and causes of recent violent

“ It is obvious that credit facili­ 
ties have been improperly used to 
influence

market,

losses of millions of dollars to citi­ 
zens. 
“ In an investigation four years 
ago we learned that SO per cent 
of the trading In the m arket was 
through marginal transactions. In 
other words SO per cent was strict­ 
ly gambling because the traders 
had

“ I have prepared a bill for intro­ 
duction along with the resolution. 
denying the use of the mails to pro­ 
m oter^ encouraging this gambling 
and I have also prepared a bill to 
prevent the federal reserve banks 
from lending their funds to such 
purposes.”

Although no prophet ranks above 
Isaiah and no prophecy is more in­ 
spiring than his, y et of hts life we 
know- but little. 
Two notes sound 
forth in his preaching, “ the inevit­ 
able results of sin,” as a punish­ 
ment. of God, ajid the “mercy and 
the forgiveness of God in case of 
repentance.” 
V. I. "In the y ear that King Uz- 


ziah (Jied I saw the Lord sitting 
upon the throne, high and lifted 
up; and his train filled the temple.” 
T he death of the good and able 
king caused g reat sorrow’; Isaiah 
turned to God for strength, going 
to the place of worship where God 
revealed 
himself in 
an unusual 
m anner. 
V. 2. “Above him stood the ser­ 
aphim; each one had six wings: 
with tw ain he covered his face, and 
w ith tw ain he covered his feet, 
1 and with twain he did fly.” The 
seraphim 
were 
m essengers 
of 
God. 
The diivne glory was so re­ 
splendent that “w ith twain he cov­ 
ered his face” ; covering his feet 
symbolized modesty; reverence, hu­ 
m ility 
and 
swift obedience 
are 
symbolized by wings. 
V. 3. “And one cried to another 
and said, 'Holy, holy, holy is Je ­ 
hovah of hosts: the whole earth is 
full of glory’.” Holy character is 
God’s crowning glory; 
w’hen he 
reigns th e earth is safe. 
V. 4. “And the house was filled 
w ith smoke.” Smoke was a symbol 
of 
wnUh 
indicating God’s 
great 
displeasure of sin. 
V. 5. “And then I said. Woe is 
m e! for I am undone; because I 
am a yian of unclean lips and I 
dwell in the m idst of a people of 
unclean lips; for m ine eyes have 
se e n the king, Jehovah of hosts. 
T h e prophet felt himself a part of 
a sinful people and therefore un­ 
qualified to be in the presence of 
a pure, holy Cod. 
V. 6. “Then flew one of the sera­ 
phim unto me, having a live coal 
in his hand w’hich ho had taken 
w ith the tongs from off the altar.” 
T he prophet’s humiliation and con­ 
fession 
was his needed prepara­ 
tion for a blessing—-the blessing of 
cleansing for the effective declara­ 
tion of God’s message. 
V. 7. “And I heard tho voice of 
th e Lord saying, whom will I send 
an d who will go for me? Then I 
said. ‘H ere am I. send m e’.” 
The 
n ex t privilege of the prophet "was 
to hear God’s voice with ifs appeal 
for a m essenger to be sent to sin­ 
ful Israel; it w'as a challenge to 
tho prophet to undertake a needed 
and hard task; ho responded with 
profound earnestness. 
V. I. “ Thus saith Jehovah set thy 
house in order: for thou shalt die 
and not live.” Hezekiah was one of 
the best kings of his day and he 
like the poorest man came to his 
la st day on earth; he had many 
duties th a t needed attention but 
the one great duty w as th a t pre­ 
paration to m eet God in peace. 
V. 2. "Then Hezekiah turtled his 
face 
the wall and prayed unto 
Jehovah.” No m an is too great or 
too good to pray. There come times 
when it is plainly seen that the 
only help comes from God. W is­ 
dom calls for a recognition of the 


need of God constantly and that 
the Individual live a life of prayer.

Very great honor indeed was this 
honor paid to the Feas* of the 
R esurrection by the early Chris­ 
tians. 
W e read that it was re­ 
garded by them as the crown and 
head of all festivals, although as a 
,religious observance, E aster 
was 
■not. distinguished from other Sun­ 
days except by the vastness of the 
congregation and 
the dignity of 
the service. 
Gregory, who was bishop of Nys­ 
sa In 380 A. D. draw s a vivid pic­ 
ture of the joyous crowds who by 
th eir dress and their devout at­ 
tendance at church sought to so 
honor the festival. 
He says, “All 
labor Teased, all 'rades were sus­ 
pended; 
the 
husbandm an 
threw 
down his spade and plow and put 
on h is holiday attire; the tavern 
keepers left their gain in order to 
be present at th e E aster service; 
the roads were em pty of travellers 
and the sea of sailors^ fo” all tried 
to he home on this great. day. All 
C hristians 
assembled everywhere 
as m em bers of one family: 
the 
poor man"*dressed like the rich and 
the 
rich 
wore 
his 
gayest 
and 
brightest attire, whilst those who 
had no good clothes of their own 
borrowed of their neighbors. Even 
the little children put on their new 
clothes 
and 
were 
bright 
and 
happy.” 
W e would therefore rem ark that 
it is evident that the present cus­ 
tom of wearing new and bright 
clothes on E aster is a t least fif­ 
teen centuries old.—'Selected. 


:1ho only time for an evangelistic 
appeal, but it is a good tim e to 
take the step into the C hristian 
life. 
T h e m eaning of each essen­ 
tial step in becoming a Christian 
m ust be made clear and the final 
announcem ent or open confession 
m ust be a natural climax to the 
onward and upw ard movement of 
the soul.

A contributor to a radical weekly points out that the first 
millionaire president of tile United States has given six of the 
ten portfolios in his cabinet to men whose financial rating > 
stated in seven figures or better. 
"A millionaire cabinet,” 
writes the champion of the proletariat, "will cast a glamor over 
the progress of the American people toward their new feudal 
allegiance.” 
W hat is worse it may "do violence to American 
traditions of Jeffersonian simplicity.” 
A more honest critic would at least have mentioned that 
Mr. Hoover and four of his six colleagues are what Americans 
like to know and honor, self-made men. 
Only two members 
of the cabinet were born with silver spoons in their mouths and 
tliev have added substance and lustre to their inheritances by 
their own industry. 
One of these has already served in the 
cabinet for eight years, with conspicuous ability and devotion 


to the public interest. 
A government should reflect the genius and condition of the 
people. 
W hile w e were a nation of wood hewers and drawers 
of water- "Jeffersonian simplicity” was well enough, although 
nine points of it were studied sham and demagoguery. 
The 
tradition of this simplicity survives, as pots of herbs have in 
English courtrooms to ward off the plague; but it hardly fits 
the wealthiest nation in the world. 
\\ ashington was reputed 
in his day to be the richest man in the country. 
The majority 
of the men who dominated the government, down to the prole­ 
tarian revolution headed by Andrew Jackson, were men of sub­ 
stance, who today would probably be numbered among our 15.- 
000 millionaires. 
They, too, established a tradition, which we 


are now reverting to. 
The fact that a man has wrested a million dollars from a 
niggardly and close-fisted world does not necessarily remove 
him from sympathy with his fellowmen, who are all trying to 
emulate his example; but it does give promise that he will 
handle the large problems with which the cabinet has to deal 
with more competence than may be expected from a man whose 
contacts with similar problems in prix ate life have been a series 
of complete or comparative failures.

The railroad has the 
crossing 
equipped with warning signs and 
an automatic signal bell, but hu­ 
man nature is such that autoists 
must be more vigorously startled 
Gilt of their carelessness. The roar 
of an auto motor frequently drowns 
out the sound of the crossing bell. 
especially in a closed car, and al­ 
lowing for a slight carelessness on 
the part of the driver, the bell af­ 
fords little protection. 
The flash signals that have the 
appearance of a swinging red lan­ 
tern, however, seem to be more 
etlicient and are being

I believe it would not take much 
effort to convince the railroad that 
substitution of these lights for the 
warning bell. would
